Supervisor Fischer entered the U.S, 
Forest Service in 1983 and has served in 
Plumas, Tahoe, Mono and Shasta National 
Forests, and in Cleveland Forest since’ 
1942, 

Hamilton K. Pyles, who will succeed 
Fischer as supervisor of the Cleveland 
Forest, has had broad experience in 
several ‘national forésts in California, 


- including Stanislaus and Modoc forests.

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The NSS has a very real interest in the 
Yodeler, One of the activities of the- 
group is to teke over certain of the 
Yodeler "stuffing" nights, This means’ 
assembling, clamping together, foldinc, 
stamping envelopes, as well as stuffings 
Iultiply each of these operations by up 
to 500 and. sometimes 600 and there is a 
very active evening involved, The trip 
to the postoffice with the bundles all 
neatly tied means the Yodeler is on its 
way once more to spread "news and views" 
throughout the Sierra Club, 

An item that probably will interest 
those of the NSS who wonder ebout plant 
diseases, Laura and Malcolm found quite 
a few madrone trees in the region of 
their land with wilted leaves and a gene 
drally "sick" appearance, also: fungus on 
many small dead oaks they thought might 
be the dreaded oak root fungus as so many 
of the smell oaks and some of the larger 
ones in the region were dead, mostly from 
being shaded out, However, as a shaded 
out tree is not healthy there is the 
liability of more opportunities of dis- 
ease coming in to finish the jobe - Speci~ 
mens were sent to the Pathology Departe 
ment of the University of California and 
the followins information was returneds 

"The wilting of madrone trees is cause 
ed by a parasitic fungus ilycosphaerella 
arbuticola which attacks leaves and twigs 
and makes the trees loo!: almost dead, al- 
thouzh they usually recover, Dead tiics 
and branches should be pruned off and 
burned to improve appearence and reduce 
infective material, Some reduction in 
the disease may be effected by spraying 
with Bordeaux mixture during late Aprile 
The fungus on the oak twigs is Stereun 
hirsutum which lives on dead wood of 
various kinds and helps to transform it 
into hunus so beneficial to plant growth." 

This-will no doubt be of especial in- 
terest to those who contemplate owning 
land in Marin,

Charles T. “Tormsend, the Sierra Clubts. 
representa tive on the State Advisory 
Committee on “ildlife Aduinistretion and 
Pest Control Relations, has reported on 
the comtteets first meeting, held 
October &. ' 

There wes considerable discussion of 
the rodent problen. Dr. ‘arl F. lleyer 
of the University of California Hooper 
Foundation for j'edical Research empha- 
sized thot plague and typhus are endemic 
in wild rodents, which transmit the dis- 
eases to rats by means of fleas, This 
probably occurs on tite outsizirts of 
cities end towns, where there is a 
mingling of wild rodents and rets at 
such places as garbare dumps. Fleas 
from infected wild rodents have caused 
some casés of vlacue in: hmans, but most 
cases have cone from rot-fleas. From 
the Hi accmabtes it seens thet the neces-° 
sity for a camaign-‘against wild rodents 
id, at teat to some extent. a measure 
of our failure to deal adequately with 
the rat problen. 

Dr. Meyer also said thet it will soon 
be necessary to undertale another cane 
paign against chipmunks and other wild 
rodents in the Tahoe area. This was 
nerlected during the war, and reports 
indicate thet there were about 100 cases 
of relapsins fever in the Tahoe area 
this year. ete, i
